Woman’s inv asion of industry bids 
fair to put u crimp in th e marriage 
lists, according to some information 
wh ich h as recently been gath ered by 
th e departm ent of labor. 
It h as long been an accepted fact 
about women as workers th at th eir av ­ 
erage working life is only fiv e years, 
and seldom exceeds sev en. 
Th is work­ 
ing period was considered to be merely 
an interlude between sch ool and mar­ 
riage. 
Th ese late inv estigations h av e put a 
decidedly new face on 
th e matter. 
W h eth er it is because women are be­ 
coming more fond of freedom or be­ 
cause th e rewards of industry are Her 
th em becoming h igh er, or because of 
th e rising price of keeping h ouse or 
th e growing reluctance of th e male to 
marry, th e fact remains th at many 
women are found wh o h av e h ad ten or 
more years of industrial experience 
and still sh ow no tendency to wed. 
Th en, too, th at v ersatile woman wh o 
both marries and h olds h er job is on 
th e Increase. 
It is to be h oped th at 
sh e, rath er th an th e bach elor working 
woman, is th e coining type. 
But th e 
significant th ing is th at th e majority 
of women now entering industry ate 
entering to stay. 
Since tfie war women h av e been 
pouring into industries th at formerly 
employed only men; th e number of 
women In industry h as increased by 
one million during th e past year. Wom­ 
en are running elev ators, clerking in 
drug and grocery stores, carrying tele­ 
grams, operating wireless instruments, 
driv ing trucks, making munitions* and 
h andling freigh t in railroad yards. 
AH 
th ese th ings th ey are performing effi­ 
ciently, albeit so complacently, th at 
people are already beginning to con­ 
sider th e industrial status of woman 
after th e war. 
As an important and 
permanent figure in our industrial life, 
sh e requires special study.—Frederic

This co mmittee decided the wo rk 
was no t started in the right way.

The Red Cro ss was asked

ed a Wo man’s Co uncil, and 21 days 
after the war was

wo rk and o f co urse it was planned 
to wo rk with the Red Cro ss and ev­ 
erywhere these two great o rganiza­ 
tio ns have co o perated mo st splendid­ 
ly. 
The Red Cro ss lias always been 
careful no t to o verstep Hie bo unds o f 
its charter. 
In six mo nths. Wo men’s Co mmit­ 
tees, C. N. D. were established In ev­ 
ery state.

gro ups o f war wo rkers meet o nce a 
iio nth. perhaps, to discuss the wo rk,

W ork of Daring Air Scouts H as Elfml- 
nated AM Possibility of Sur­ 
prise Attacks. 


Tiie first w ar use of airplanes was 
for spying upon the enemy. 
Mounted 
patrols used to do this work. 
They 
would try to g ain some heig ht from 
which they could look down upon the 
opposing arm y and size up its forces, 
w rites A. Russell Bond in St. Nicholas. 
B ut the airplane prov ed fa r superior 
to any other form of scouting , because 
it g av e the scout an unobstructed view 
of the surrounding country for miles 
and he could see just w hat the enemy 
w as doing . 
He could see w hether 
larg e forces of men w ere collecting 
anyw here for a driv e at some p articu­ 
lar point, 
lie could locate the artillery 
of the enemy and discov er his weak 
spots. 
And so it cam e along th a t there 
was a complete chang e In w arfare. The 
surprise mov ements th at used to play 
such an im portant p art in form er days 
are a tiling of the past. 
No g eneral 
of today can expect to spring a sur­ 
prise on the enemy as long as tiiere are 
enemy eyes in tiie sky. 
Modern long -rang e g uns are placed 
1 8 1 tf [ fa r behind the battle tine. 
T hey may 
be as much as five or six miles behind 
their own lines, well concealed In some 
Wood or buck of a hill. 
T he g unners 
cannot see w hat they are tiring upon, 
but their aim Is directed by a spotter 
in some observ ation post, such as a 
captiv e balloon or a tall tree, 
best observ ation post is one th a t can 
take wing and soar over the enemy 
during a bom bardm ent. 
From such a 
post tin* spotter can see just w hat his 
own artillery is doing , and 
he can 
sig nal back when a shell g oes beyond 
or falls short of the mark. 
Such air­ 
planes are constantly prowling around 
in search of suspicions objects for the 
big g uns to shoot at.—A. Russell Bond 
in Sr. Nicholas.
